There is great, superlative 
news from Across the Sea—from 
London town and _ its Smithfield 
Club Fat Cattle Show. This Show 
is claimed in Britain as the greatest show on earth for fat stock, 
which claim, seeing that so many breeds of cattle, sheep, pigs and 
poultry are on exhibit, seems fairly justified. ; 

There are other shows in Britain—Birmingham, Norwich, Ed- 
inburgh, Aberdeen. But all pale in significance when the results 
of the grandest of them all are reported. In no former year, per- 
haps, is this more true than in the present year, of 1924; for all 
the champions of all the other shows were present, and passed in 
review before the Smithfield judges. 

The most stunning fact is the supreme success of Mr. J. J. 
Cridlan, with his “beautiful” steer, Prince George, two years 6 
months 1 week 4 days, weighing 16 cwt.

to say: 
How I Fed and Cared for the Grand Champion— 

My older brother and-sister have both been in the Baby Beef 
Club two years so I decided that I would try this year. 

I was undecided at first as to what kind of a steer I should 
take but as I really liked the “Doddies” best I went to Hillside 
Farm and bought an Aberdeen-Angus. We picked him out because 

of his good conformation, having 
especially, a good broad head which 
indicated a good feeder, even 
though he was very thin. My steer 
had so much hair and was so shag- 
gy when I first got him that he 
made me think of a little black 
bear. 
On December first he weighed 
360 pounds. I fed him very light 
at first but gradually increased the 
feed till he was eating nine pounds 
a day. 
I named him Hillside Laddie 
but called him “Laddie Man” and 
_ each time when I went in the barn, 
I would call him by name and he 
soon learned to recognize it. 
During the winter on the pleas- 
ant days, I turned him out in the 
barnyard for exercise. I used to

from him. Marian Mandeville was 
right at Thorvald’s heels on that 
occasion, showing a heifer calf that 
won second place in the finals. rae 

H. J. Schwietert, general development agent for the Illinois 
Central System, was present at the finals last year and made a 
talk to the boys and girls. He told them that the only way to 
get that medal away from Thorvald who, if he-could keep it for 
two years in succession, would retain it permanently, was to pro- 
duce a better calf. Miss Marian reminded Mr. Schwietert of that 
remark in a letter to him recently.

Well, I brought a better calf this year 
and won it away from him. If I have as good luck next year may- 
be I shall get to keep it.

learned to like and would trot up

_ I had no trouble in breaking him to lead and whenever he got 
a little excited or began to run, the most natural thing for me to 
say was “Whoa Laddie” which became a byword for my brother 
when he wanted to tease me. 
_ The ration which I fed my steer was made up mostly of corn 
in the form of coarse meal. The remaining consisted of ground 
oats and oil meal. The ration that I fed my steer the first part of 
the summer was made up of 300 pounds corn, 100 pounds ground 
oats, and 50 pounds oil meal. Later in the summer I changed this 
to 300 pounds corn, 50 pounds ground oats, and 50 pounds oil meal, 
and the last month before the show I took the ground oats out al- 
; spring and early summer he ate on

teen to eighteen 
pounds of grain a 
day and during July 
and August an av- 
erage of twenty 
pounds a day. 

On April second 
I began feeding

A SURVEY OF 
THE YEAR 1924. 
A statement to the press issued by Frank O. Wetmore, 
President of the First National Bank of Chicago. 

The year 1924 was a period of liquidation from an economic 
as well as a political standpoint. For the first time since the 
World War, successful efforts were made to cast aside the psychol- 
ogy created by the War and to seek a return to conditions under 
which the peaceful work of the world can be carried on. The most 
notable event in this respect was the adoption by the former bel- 
ligerents of the Dawes Plan and its elaboration by the Conference 
of London at which business was conducted by means of negotia- 
tion instead of by ultimatum. The importance of the Dawes Plan 
and its adoption by the parties interested does not consist, in the 
view of those best qualified to judge, in the fact that it-is a final 
solvent for all the problems created by the war and the peace, but 
in that, as indicated, it represents a return to a normal state of 
mind on the part of the ruling forces of the world. Very likely 
many of the great hopes attached to this plan may prove to have 
been vain and most likely many other negotiations and readjust- 
ments will take place before the world can finally forget repara- 
tions and allied questions, but it is a start in the right direction, 
and, having started, readjustments can undoubtedly be made to 
meet new conditions and unthought of complications as they arise. 

As regards our own affairs doubt has been expressed as to 
whether the Dawes Plan will prove of immediate benefit to all of 
our industries. Some of these may suffer, at least temporarily, as 
a result of renewed competition on the part of Germany and other 
countries in the world’s markets. However that may be, the finan- 
cial assistance which this country is rendering to European fndus- 
try and commerce will help to bring about a return of stabilized 
conditions the world over. This will be of the greatest assistance 
to us, for more than anything else business men require stability 
in order to be able to judge with some degree of assurance the im- 
mediate future of trade and industry. It is interesting to note that

| Reviews, Year's Live Stock 
Situation 


r 1924 was one of promise rather 
aa at “actual fulfillment for the average 
live stock producer, declares the | United 
States Department of Agriculture in a re- 
view of the situation. Conditions in the 
industry Showed improvement, on the whole, 
over 1923, but the situation nevertheless af- 
forded ample opportunity for the critic and 
the pessimist, the department says. Prac- 
tically no kind of live stock showed a defi- 
nite price trend throughout the year, and 
there was more or less confusion and uncer- 
tainty for the stockman. - 

Live stock prices as a rule did not keep 

ce with increased production costs. The 
relatively short corn crop and resulting high 
prices had a slightly stimulating effect on 
prices, but drove hogs to market in unprece- 
dented numbers and materially reduced the 
number of cattle on feed. 

The cattleman probably had least cause 
for rejoicing, the department says. Beef 
steers started the year well and in April 
sold higher than at any corresponding peri- 
od since the 1921 break. Toward the end 
of June, however, prices fell below those of 
1923, and with the exception of only two or 
three weeks in midsummer, continued so un- 
til the first of December. Range cattlemen 
experienced a rather disastrous season, the 
average prices from July to October being 
lower than in the panic ‘year of 1921. 

Stocker and feeder cattle were also drag- 
gy during much of the year and average 
prices for the first 10 months were only a 
few cents higher than in 1921. As a result, 
there were on feed in the principal feeding 
areas on December 1st only 86 per cent as 
many cattle as a year earlier. Marketings 
showed a slight increase over 1923, receipts 
of cattle and calves for the first 11 months 
of 1924 being 1 per cent more than a year 
ago. Stocker and feeder shipments during 
the same period decreased more than re- 
ceipts, and the per cent of slaughter in- 
creased, apparently indicating a tendency 
toward real liquidation. There was a rath- 
er marked tendency during the last few 
months of the year to select heavier weight 
cattle to feed, the intention of many feed- 
ers apparently being to “warm them up” on 
soft corn and return them to market early. 

The hog market burdened with excessive 
numbers during the first five months of 
the year fell considerably below the pre 
war average of prices. The pig survey 
made by the Department of Agriculture in 
the spring indicated a substantial reduction 
in breeding and gave promise of a more 
normal production. Market receipts de- 
creased in the autumn, but continued 
strength in corn prices sent hogs to market 
toward the end of the year in unprecedented 
numbers. Receipts at Chicago on a single 
day around the middle of December were 
122,000 head, which was by all odds the 
heaviest run ever received any one day. The 
net decrease in hog receipts for the first 11 
months of 1924 as compared with the cor- 
renpending period of 1923 was only 1.4 per 

The average weight of shipper and pack- 
er droves at Chicago for the first week in 
December was 9 pounds less than a year 
earlier. But despite liberal receipts, prices 
during the past five months averaged con- 
siderably higher than for any similar period 
— 1920. Moreover, stocks of provisions 
i a ae end of the year were compara-

prising that both lambs and wool closed the 
year higher than at any time since 1919, the 
department says. Moreover, thousands of 
unborn lambs and millions of pounds of 
wool which will not be shipped for another 
four or five months, have been contracted 
for at prices which the growers considered 
too favorable to reject.

This 
all goes to show that the breeder who is 
located near enough to Omaha should con- 
sign a bull or two and they should be good 
ones too. The new half rate on all Western 
roads on less than carlot shipments will help 
much when it comes to buying a bull this 
spring. The Aberdeen-Angus business is 
advancing at mighty strides now. If we 
are not mistaken the carcass contest at the 
International this year was not won by a 
single steer slipping in ahead of something 
else for at least the top four or five places 
were all occupied by Black carcasses. -

ing for good breeding cows too. For the 
time is not far distant when these cows 
are going to bring a nice profit when they 
are placed for public appraisal. Let us turn 
all eyes to Omaha and see to it that this is 
a real quality sale.

Concentrated feeds produced in the Unit- 
ed States in a year would supply 34,000,000 
adult cattle for 12 months, while all other 
harvested feed actually eaten would sup- 
port 23,000,000 head, according to the Sears- 
Roebuck Agricultural Foundation. This 
conclusion is based on a study of the im- 
portant grains and the proportion of each 
fed to farm animals. 

Among the concentrates corn is the most 
important. Corn provides approximately 
70 per cent of the total feed value of the 
concentrates. Oats constitute only about 16 
per cent and mill feeds from wheat, over 7 
per cent. On the basis of feed value, nearly 
half of the concentrates are produced in the 
corn belt.

census, was approximately 65,683,000 tons, 
Of this amount 58,576,000 was used for live 
stock feed. The total oat crop equalled 
16,883,000 tons, of which 14,256,000 tons 
were eaten by live stock. 

The concentrates include grains, seed 
and the by-products of grain mills, such a 
bran, rice, rice polish and oat feed. From 
the breweries and distilleries comes mal 
sprouts and brewer’s grain, and from the 
oil mills, meal and cake from cotton seed, 
flaxseed, peanuts and soy beans. The by- 
products of packing houses furnish blood 
meal, tankage, and fish meal, which ar 
considered as concentrates, but these ar 
animal products. : 

Concentrates supply more feed than all 
the other classes of harvested forage com- 
bined. Hays and fodders furnish less than 
30 per cent of the total harvested feed. The 
aggregate feed value of the straws and 
stovers, silages and roots and mature crops 
= off is only about 13 per cent of the 
otal.

What To Serve With Beef 
By Grace Viall Gray 


(Home Economics Specialist, National Live Stock 
and Meat Board) 


Following is the fourth of a series of articles on 
beef and beef cookery which are appearing as @ 
special feature in the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal. These articles have been prepared by Mrs. 
Grace Viall Gray, widely known authority on home 
economics subjects and have been obtained from _the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board for publication. 
—KEditor’s Note. 


While there are really no hard and fast 
rules to be laid down as regards the serving 
of certain vegtables with beef, there are 
some combinations which seem naturally to 
belong together. We always connect cab- 
bage with corned beef, beef stew with 
dumplings, roast beef with Yorkshire pud- 
ding, and beef steak with onions and mush- 
rooms. A 

Although we always serve cabbage wit 
corned beef, it can be utilized in many oth- 
er ways and with many other cuts of beef. 
We know now that cabbage contains a large 
amount of vitamines, those health giving 
elements, so we should see that it appears 
often upon our tables. Hot cabbage slaw 
combines well with all forms of beef. To 
make hot cabbage slaw, we proceed as fol- 
lows: 
4c. shredded cabbage 2 egg yolks 
2-3 c. sour or sweet 3 tbsp. sugar 

cream 3 tbsp. flour 
% ec. vinegar 1 tsp. salt 
2 tbsp. butter % tsp. pepper. 

Mix cream, sugar, flour and egg yolks*to- 
gether; add vinegar, salt and pepper. Add 
anes to the cabbage and heat. Serve 

ot. 

Cabbage au gratin is excellent to serve, 
particularly with sliced cold beef, as the 
grated cheese sprinkled over the creamed 
cabbage imparts a delightful flavor. 

Cooked beets in all forms combine well 
with beef. Harvard beets are particularly 
good with either hot or cold beef. The Har- 
vard beets are prepared as follows: 

Wash twelve small beets, cook in boiling 
water until soft, remove skins, and cut 
beets in thin slices, small cubes, or fancy 
shapes, using a French vegetable cutter. 
Mix one-half cup sugar and one-half table- 
spoon cornstarch. Add one-half cup vine- 
gar and let boil five minutes. Add beets, 
and let stand on back of range one-half 
hour. Just before serving add two table- 
spoons butter. 

Squash is not used with beef as much as 
it should be. It may be mashed or cut into 
dice and served with sauce or it may be cut 
into rounds and, after being well seasoned 
with salt and paprika, dipped into flour 
and sauted in bacon fat. Baked squash is 
good and easily prepared. To prepare it, 
cut a Hubbard squash into pieces for serv- 
ing. Remove fibers and seeds and bake 
in a moderate oven for one hour or until 
soft. Season with butter, salt and paprika. 
Squash baked in this simple manner is an 
excellent combination with that well known 
beef dish, Swiss steak. 

Corn fritters can be served with any form 
of beef and equally as good as corn fritters 
in corn pudding. 

Corn Fritters. 


2 c. corn 1 tsp. melted butter or 
(fresh or canned) _ butter substitute 

1 tsp. salt % c. milk. 

1-8 tsp. pepper. 2c. flour 

1 egg 1 tsp. baking powder 


Chop the corn very fine and add salt, pep- 
per, well-beaten egg, butter or butter-sub-. 
stitute, milk, flour and baking powder. Fry. 
in deep fat. 


Corn Pudding. 
2 ¢. grated corn 2 c. milk 

(fresh or canned) 1 tbsp. melted butter 
1 tsp. sugar or butter substitute 
1 tsp. salt or savory fat 
3 eggs 

Cut corn from cob to one-half depth of 
kernel. Scrape out remainder of the pulp. 
Mix all ingredients well together, pour the 
mixture into a greased baking dish, set in 
a pan of hot water and bake in a moderate 
oven until firm, about forty minutes. 

There are many possibilities in potatoes 
alone. There are hundreds of different way 
of cooking this common vegetable and yet 
we homemakers cling to about five common 
ways of serving them day after day. We 
boil, bake, fry, cream and mash them and 
then start all over again with the same five 
methods of cooking. If we could take a lit- 
tle time and look in any cook book we would 
find some very delicious ways of serving 
potatoes. There is a very good potato dish 
which is known as Potato Souffle’. It is 
made as follows: 

Potato Souffle’. 
2c. mashed potatoes 2 egg yolks 
1c. milk 2 egg whites 
1 tsp. salt 1-8 tsp. paprika 

Add milk and seasonings to potatoes. Add 
beaten egg yolks. Fold in the beaten whites 
and bake until firm. This Potato Soufle’ 
can be served with beef brisket, roast beef, 
or in fact with any form of beef, either hot 


or cold. 
Onion Souffle’. 


1% c. onion pulp 3 eggs 

% ¢c..white sauce 1-3 c. bread crumbs 
(medium) i tsp. sale 

2 tbsp. chopped pepper 
parsley 


Cook onions in boiling salted water until 
soft, drain and force through a sieve. Add 
white sauce, parsley and bread crumbs. 
Beat yolks of eggs until thick and lemon 
colored and add to first mixture. Cut and 
fold in beaten egg whites. Turn into a 
buttered baking dish and bake in a moderate 
oven until firm to the touch. 

Carrots can be prepared in many attrac- 
tive ways. To prepare the glazed carrots 
proceed as follows: 

Glazed Carrots. 
3 medium sized carrots 
2 tbsp. butter 
2 tbsp. sugar 

Wash and scrape 3 medium sized carrots. 
Cook in a small amount of boiling salted 
water, allowing 1 teaspoon salt to 1 quart 
water; drain and cut in slices. For the 
glaze melt butter in frying pan; add sugar. 
When sugar is melted toss cooked carrots in 
Si until they are slightly browned and glaz- 
ed. 


Glazed Onions. 

Glazed onions may be prepared in the 
same manner, using 3 tablespoons butter 
and 1% tablespoons sugar to a pound of 
small white onions. The glazed onions, like 
the glazed carrots combine well with beef 
and are also excellent with pork. 

A very good combination to serve with 
cold roast beef is a dish made of turnips 
and potatoes cooked and mashed together. 
After the turnips and potatoes are thor- 
oughly cooked and mashed and highly sea- 
soned, put them into a casserole and cook 
until slightly browned on top. 

Tomatoes in any form are excellent with 
all forms of beef. Tomatoes may be fried, 
broiled, deviled, stuffed or steamed. Curried 
tomatoes are delicious and a little unusual. 
To prepare these curried tomatoes, cut the 
tomatoes into rather thick slices; season 
with salt and curry powder. Then dip each 


slice into fine bread crumbs, then into beat-

a wart on his ear. I didn’t think much about 
it then but in about a week I noticed that 
he had several and so I bought some castor 
oil and used this on them. This killed some 
of them but others did not go away. Later 
my father and I tied them with linen thread 
which cut them off. 

From the middle of the summer till show 
time I kept my steer blanketed so that his 
hair would become sleek and shiny. 

About the middle of August I washed 
Laddie, using tar soap. This washing im- 
proved his skin very much, making it feel 
softer and the hair much finer. 

Through the latter part of the season 
there was much discussion as to which steer 


was the better, my brother’s or mine. Many 
good judges placed my brother’s up, while 
other good judges placed mine first. On 
August 27, I took my steer to the Lenox 
Fair where he won first in a class of four 
Baby Beeves, my brother’s winning second. 

All the. boys and girls in Berkshire Coun- 
ty who owned Baby Beeves formed the 
Berkshire County Baby Beef Club, which 
held meetings each month at the home of 
some member. This club was formed for 
the purpose of helping the boys and girls in 
the feeding and management of their steers. 
The parents as well as Mr. Russell, the 
County Club Agent, attended the meetings, 
also other people interested including Mr. 
Morrison, Mr. Crane, and Mr. S. Russell Jr. 
It was due in most part to the interest of 
these older people that the club was so suc- 
cessful in its work throughout the year. 

At the show in Springfield, in my class 
there were twenty-seven steers made up of 
Shorthorns, Herefords, and Aberdeen-An- 
gus. So strong was the competition in this 
class that it took the judge an hour and five 
minutes to make his decision. The judg- 
ing was done by Mr. Peter Mackenzie of the 
Pennsylvania State College. There were 
four classes in the show, a total of ninety- 
four steers. For the Grand Championship 
the first and second prize winner in each 
class were brought out. After the judge 
went over them very carefully he gave my 
steer the grand championship, placing a 
Hereford Heifer from Connecticut, Reserve. 
Besides the Championship prize I won the 
silver cup in the feed and management con- 
test offered for the one having the best rec- 
ords and story. 

From the first of December until the 
Eastern States Exposition, my steer gained 
a total of 715 pounds being the highest gain 
made for this length of time for any Baby 
Beef ever shown at the Eastern States Ex- 
position. 

I expect to go into the contest again the 
coming year and of course I am going to 
try and get an Aberdeen-Angus steer again.

Aberdeen-Angus Bulls in Camden County, Ga. 


From Savannah Morning News 


The people of Camden county, Georgia, 
have made an important step toward the es- 
tablishment of a real, paying live stock in- 
dustry within its boundaries. Twenty-one 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls were sold 
to various cattle owners throughout the 
county. This work was accomplished 
through the efforts of Warren T. White, 
development agent of the Seaboard Air 
Line Railway, in conjunction with Dr. J. J. 
Vara, veterinary inspector, bureau of animal 
industry, and the county commissioners of 
Camden county. 


Through the liberal provision of the com- 
missioners, the cattle owners were enabled 
to buy these bulls on a very attractive plan. 
Under this plan, the animals. were purchas- 
ed by the county and sold to the farmers on 
the following terms: One-half cash and the 
balance m two years. Each animal thus 
sold was insured to protect the county 
against loss and the county retains owner- 
ship of the animal until fully paid for. The 
scheme was heartily received by the citizens 
of the community, it is said. 

Three weeks ago Mr. White and Dr. Vara 
weet a trip through North Carolina and 
; Irginia for the purpose of locating and se- 
wens the animals desired. Final purchase 
boo made by Camden county’s representa- 

ve, from Sanford & Rich, Mocksville, N. 


C. An unusually fine lot of bulls were pur- 
chased at bargain prices. The animals are 
all pure bred and subject to registration. 
Everyone was sired by an _ international 
grand champion or the son of a grand cham- 
pion. The sire of two of these bulls was 
Perinthian, grand champion at the Interna- 
tional in 1920, owner, J. I. Huggins of Dan- 
dridge, Tenn.

How Cumberland County Got Its Purebreds 


By James Speed in Southern Agriculturist, Nashville, Tenn. 


Twelve pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
were placed in the hands of farmers in Cum- 
berland County, Ky., within a few months 
after the organization of the Cumberland 
County Cattle Improvement Association. 
This unique, compact and thoroughly effic- 
ient body developed quickly and without any 
help from outside sources. The buyers of 
live stock, the growers of live stock, and a 
banker or two got the vision of doing some- 
thing to improve the cattle which are being 
shipped to the markets, so they got busy. 

Mr. Wm. L. Anderson, a cattle buyer from 
Marrowbone in Cumberland County, and a 
charter member of the association, came to 
Louisville, with a carload of cattle, and was 
delighted to answer questions about the or- 
ganization. He said, “Last summer a year 
ago, four of us cattle buyers got to talking 
about the sorrv stuff we were buying and 
shipping out of the county. Our first idea 
was to have a rousing big sale of pure bred 
bulls. But we decided it would be ever so 
much better to have an Association, so we 
called a meeting at the county seat. A good 
many of our best farmers, a banker or two 
and the cattle buyers were on hand and an 
iacgaada was worked out on very simple 
ines: 

“Instead of just talking and passing some 
resolutions, we signed up the men present 
as members of the Association at $25 each. 
By the time we had seen a good many of the 
best farmers in the central part of the coun- 
ty, we found we had a nice organization 
with $1,000 in the treasury. This money was 
to be used to buy registered Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls for our members. A committee 
was appointed and sent out to locate and 
buy animals. After two trips of inspection 
we bought twelve fine young bulls, ranging 
from six months to a year old. When these 
bulls arrived in the county, prices were plac- 
ed on them and the members in the market 
for bulls made their choice. All twelve of 
the bulls were sold within ten days. When 
a member bought one of these animals, his 
$25 fee was credited on the purchase price;

but he still retained his membership in the | 


organization. 


“All of those twelve young bulls are noy | 
on farms in the central part of Cumberlani | 


County. I believe I’d be safe in saying yn 
could see them in a section of land ten miles 
square. The crop of black calves in thy 
territory does look mightv good to the buy- 
er and to the farmer. Those black calves 
scattered over the landscape will: educate 


the neighboring farmers as to the value of |

“T suppose there are something well over 
twenty bulls altogether in this neck of th 
woods because of our getting together ani 
pulling together for better bred cattle. 

“The placing of Aberdeen-Angus bill 
was such a success that our organization de 
cided to push the handling of more shee 
and better sheep. Because the association 
was a going concern, it was able to launch 
a campaign for pure bred rams and bette 
sheep without any money in its treasury. 

“As a result of this movement the ass 
ciation has placed in Cumberland Count 
12 Hampshire rams, 10 Southdowns, § 
Shropshires and 1 Rambouillet. Every oe 
of these rams is registered and carries tht 
hest blood to be had. These rams cate 
from as far east as New York and west t0 
Illinois. Besides these rams, 200 high-grait 
ewes were shipped into the county and ds 
— among the farmers in flocks of } 
to 75. 

“With pure bred bucks of high qualiti, 
Cumberland County should produce a lam) 
crop of excellent quality. Already the farm 
ers are sowing wheat and rye for eat 
green pastures. The association hopes to s# 
this section of the countrv market a bune

Our sheep population since 1900 has 
decreased twenty-five per cent, and since 
we now produce only about half the wool we 
consume, sheep will probably increase, anc 
in some degree replace cattle. Q . 

And so, upon these men, Manv 01 them 
descendants of those who made the history 
of live stock on the great plains of yvester- 
day, many of them discouraged, bankrupt 
bevond hope, but with the daylight just 
breaking upon them of a more stable and 
fundamentally sound condition when the re- 
adjustment is completed, the curtain falls 
on the second scene. ; 

Mav we lift it for a moment upon a vis- 
ion of the live stock industry of tomorrow. 

The fenced pastures, reinforced with hay 
ranches for winter feeding or as a protec- 
tion against drought, or by financial ability 
to procure that great conditioner, cotton- 
seed cake, are here to stay. The great pas- 
tures on the Indian Reservations, some of 
them embodying as much as half a million 
acres, will be broken up, as will the large 
individual land holdings. Moving cattle 
from the South to the North will largely go 
by. Then will come, both North and South, 
the small breeding plant or steer developing 
plant, or lamb and wool production plant, 
where the owner lives with his property, re- 
membering again the old English adage: 
“The eve of the master fattens the cattle.” 
There will be bred the highly efficient types 
that produce the largest amount of desirable 
cuts and wool, rather than numbers. The 
oncoming tide of dairv production. with its 
by-product of beef which can fill the cheap- 
er demand, will eliminate him who fails to 
reach a high standard. The human factor 
will also continue to change, for in the fu- 
ture, the production of the right kind of 
live stock to meet the market demand and 
the marketing of it to the best advantage 
will, of necessity have to be, even more than 
it is today, in the hands of men who are 
highly trained and are specialists. 

And so tomorrow holds hope but it be- 
hooves all of us to realize that at the base 
of all our National prosperity, if it is to be 
nev afl ian agricultural and 

e stock industry.
